That the Author of this Paper, with but 
one Friend, and his Friend’s Servant, being - 


Journey about his Lawful Occalions, met — 
with feveral .Unmanlike and Unreafonable 
Infults upon the Road; That at Weymouth, 
his Letters being Delivered to a wrong Per- 
fon by Miftake,were fhow’d about the Town. — 
That a Friend having Wrote in one of them, — 
aw afiece of News, and tootrue, That a cere. 
tain Perfon had the Impudence to fay inDe- _ 
fence of the High Churchmen,7hat the Queex 
had broke her Coronation Oath, and the like— —
